pay. but even of vicuals in the ſpareſt meaſure, and clothes, and ſhoes, are redaRed to that extre- 
mity, thai their bodies are daily decaying for want of neceſlary ſuſtenance to uphold nature,and are 
not able to endure any conſiderable time longer, unlefſe ſpeedy and timous remeid be provided ; 
The Chriſtian conſideration whereof not only belongs to His Majeſties Privie Councellin ſpeciall, 
| bur to the whole Kingdome alſo in generall: And becauſe the unhappy differences and diſtraQi- 
| ons in England are ſuch, that the Parliament of England (which is obliged by the faid Treatie and. . 
x7 on for the monethly pay and entertainment of the ſaid Army) cannot ſo timely and plen- 


tifully provide victuail and moneys for payment of their arreares , or ſupply them for their preſent- . 
maintenance; Beſides many other inconveniences willariſe, if they be nox tiwouſly ſupplied with ſome money and victuall from this - 


""Kingdome : Therefore the Lords of His Majeſties Privie Councell according tb their bound dutie , and with concourſe and conſent 
of the Lords and others Commiſſioners fotconſerving the peace, and Commiſſioners for the common burdens ,.-and they for then-* 
{clves havingartengrh conſidered npon the beſt wayes and meanes uſpon the borrowing of moneyes, and providing of viduals, 
clothes, and ſhoes to the {aid Argaiianhgneagiolved, and have determined, that there ſhall bepreſently borrowed, for the uſe foreſaid, 
the ſumme of twenty thouſandi and as much more orleſle as ſhall be voluntarily offered bertwixt and the firſt day of ' 
May nextto come, by Counſel zoners of Commiſſions foreſaid, and every one of them who are within this King- 
dome, or by any others well affeMf 75 and to be paid by them to William Thompſon generall Receiver and Commiſſioner of

Thompſon, or his {aid depute, the Inzgtwegr of the money ſhall receivea note ſubſcribed by the ſaid William, or his faid depute , granting 
the receit of the ſame for the uſe foretaxd, and obliging them to hold count,and depurſe the ſaid moneyes,as the ſaids Lords of Coun- 
cell, or any having warrant from them; ſhall appoint for the uſe foreſaid. The which note being ſhown to the Councell, and regi- 
ſtrare in their books for a charge upon 'the receivers,the Lords of Councell will give forth and grant an A of Councell declaring the . 
ſame to be lent for the uſe foreſaid ; and which Act is hereby declared to be als valid as if the ſame were done by the Councell, with | 
conſent of the 2xorums of both the. ſaids Commiſhons. Likeas the ſaids Lords of Privie Councell, Commiſſioners for conſervir: 7. * 
the peace, and Commiſſioners for the'common burdens, doe hereby oblige them to cauſe the ſaid ſummes (ſo to be lent) be thankfully 
payd and delivered back again to the ſazds perſons , their heires and afſignes, betwixt the date hereof and the Terme of Whitſunday 
next to come in this inſtant yeare of God 1643. Together with the ordinary annuall-rent from the date of the lending of the ſame , ſc 
long as the whole orany part thereof ſhall remain unpaid. And in caſe that moneyes ſhall not come timouſly from the Parliament of 
England to repay the ſaids ſummes fo tghe lent, or any part thereof in due time, The faids Lords of Privie Councell, with conſent 
and concourſe foreſaids, Declares, thMhe ſame, with annuals, ſhall remain as a publick debr, due to the ſaids perſons, lenders and 


advancers thereof, ay and while the repayment of the ſame by the Parliament of England, or by ſome other common courſe to be ta- 


ken thereanent. Likeas the Lords of Privie Councell, and the Lord Generall, with conſent of the Colonels preſent, and taking the 
burden on him for the ſaid Scots Armie;: doe hereby hypothecate and aſſigne for repayment of the moneyes to be lent as ſaid is , the 
firſt and readieſt of the ſummes of mony due orto be due to that Army by the Parliament of England; and ordains the ſameto be im- 
ployed proportionally for that effe& : And declares that it ſhall not be lawfull to the ſaid Commiſſioner, or his depute, to diſtribute 
any of the ſaids moneyes withour ſpecigll warrant of the Councell, but thar he ſhall from time to time , as he receives any moneyes 
due to that Army, ſend a note thereotaſder his hand tothe Clerk oþ-Councell, to be regiſtrate in the books of Councell , that the ad- 
 vancers may know the proportion of their repayment and relief: And the ſaids Lords of Councell, with conſent foreſaid,do hereby de- 
fire every one who will contribute their help and afliſtance to fo gagd.and charitable a work , in ſo great a neceſſitie , that they ſhould 
be pleaſed to lend and advance ſuch ſummes of moneyes as they ſhalll think fit upon the like ſecuritic and aſſurance to be given them ir 
manner foreſaid: And ordaines theſe preſents to be regiſtrate in the books of Councell, Commiſſioners of peace , and Commiſſioners 
for the common burdens ; and to have the. ſtrength of an Act of rhe ſaffs Judicatories jointly or ſeverally : And declares that the dou- 
ble hereof, under the hand of the Clerk of any of the ſaids Judicatories , ſhall be a ſufficient intimation to the ſeyerall Shires and 


Presbyteries to whom the ſame ſhall be preſented. EE” 
eArch.
